Juvenile Offenders. . 


While the Goverment attitude ap- 
pears, in some degree, to savour of 
procrastination, the progress achiv- 
ed in the movement for the 
establishment of special courts for 
juvenile offenders together with a 
less harsh system of punishment, 
gives cause for satisfaction. The 
proposals have had the advantage 
of commanding widespread public 
sympathy, almost popular approval, 
from the outset. The cost of the 
reform advocated, therefore, will 
not be a weighty consideration. 
The cause of the youthful defin- 
quent has been so well propounded 
by the Hon. Dr. Kotewell, who 
covered the whole ground from the 
need for the isolation of young 
offenders from pernicious and .cor- 
ruptive influences to the institution 
of the system of binding over 
under bond and the supervision of 
Probation Officers, that little re- 
maing unexplained.

and sent them scurrying into the 
hills. - : 
For the Khyber  country— 
scene of Kipling’s “Kim” and the 
last’ Britidh outpost on the 
Afghanistan border in anorth- 
western India—has agiin recently 
figured in the world's news. The 
wave of unrest that has “swept 
India in the Gandhi revolt extend- 
to the fieree | tribesmen 
in this remote mountain fastness 
who saw in the situation a chance 
for loot and their. natural desire 
to fight. : 

The recent attacks of these wild 
and restive marauders. on Pesha- 
war, the British-controlled city 
that lies at the entrance to the 
pass, have centred attention on 
them again. They, have been 
beaten off in fights into the ‘out- 
skirts of the city and British air- 
men, pursuing them into the hills, 
have bombed their ‘retreats. 

few miles beyond Peshawar 
- the pass begins and then for near- 
ly 80 miles it’ leads its dusty, 


winding route through the over- 


hanging hills, to the border of 
Afghanistan. . 


. Is Heavily Fortified. 
British forts are strung along 
. the pass and, except for afew 
‘turns where the view is obscured, 
gunners command every foot of 
its length.

B.C. came Alexander to 
pass through the.Khyber in the 
course of his .conquest of the 
world, Fifteun centuries later 
followed Jenghiz Khan, whose 
Mongol hordes swept ‘across Cen- 
tral Asia in the Middle Ages and 
reached, but did not pass, .the 
Indus. It remained for.a second 
great Asiatic conqueror, Timur, to 
penetrate to Delhi and pillage the 
land nearly 200 years later. In 
the curly, 16th century, his des- 
cendant,. Baber, who claimed kin- 
ship also with Jenghiz Khan, in- 
vaded India via the same route 
and founded the great Mogul 
dynasty which nominally ruled 
unti] the advent of the British. 

And-so, this ancient highway of 
conquest’ has been aflame again, 
just as it has intermittently for 
25,centuries. In the hills around

The impracticability of woven 
cord fabrie is also very clearly 
shown by what dg termed 
“hygginess. This is’a ‘alack con- 
dition in a portion of the width of 
the roll, which, with: all 
wiven it by cotton mills, has never 
heen eliminated. The fabric can 


he used, but only by feeding it into’ 


ealenders with a. very heavy. ten- 
sion on the cords in the remainder 


of the width so that they “willl. 


stretch and allow some tension on 
the baxgy portion.’ This results, of 
course; in a tyre’ containing cords 
having widely varying ability to 
stretch. It follows then, that those 
cords having least ability to 
stretch ‘absorb all of the strain. 


Insulation of Cords. - 


Another effect to the heavy ien- 
xjon required to remove bagginess 
is the shrinkage in width with con- 
sequent lack of the number-of cord 
per inch. - This is serious in that it 
precludes maintaining sufficient 
space between cords for insulation. 


The necessary complete insula- 
tion of all cords, in the case of a 
woven cord fabric, cannot be effect- 
ed except through frictioning. On 
square woven fabric. fritioning 
presents no problem at jal but on a 
flimsy cord’ fabric it results in seri- 
ou distortion .with ‘ity attendant 
disturbance of the uniforniily 
curd stretch. At best’ fricticning 
ean he carried on only by maintain- 
ing'a very heavy tension with con- 
sequent losa of the most valuable 
chavactéristic of the cord, vhat is 
its ability to stretch., - 


The present producing 
very effectively - overcomes all of 
these difficultles. 
ereel, a 
heating ‘unit, a spicing unit, a four 
roll calender, and: a continuous 
windup.
